Wilson entered the campaign with 85 electorial votes from 
eight disfranchisement states practicably already elected and count- 
ed In these disfranchisement states there is no opposition party 
to the Democratic party that dare make any campaign or assert it- 
self with force. This condition forma the menace that always 
places the National supremacy of the Republican party in danger.

The Christina church la. built, not 
on the model of the temple but the 
synagogue, as we see from Paul's flrst 
Epistle to' the Corinthians where, at 
chapter If, ho la correcting certain 
disorders that bad crept- Into the as- 
sembly because of the, liberty thus 
granted to the people. 

A Popular, Gathering. 

Our. text applies to such a gathering

In this lesson wa see somewhat of 
the human .aide of Panl's character. 
No man appreciated fellowship more 
thsn he. Lookup Acts 17:16; lStO; I 
Cor. 7:8; IThesa. 3:1,3; II Tim. 4 :!il. 

I. The Saa' Journey (TT, 11-14). 
Paul left Mellta. (Malta) probably Fet>- 
ruary. A. D. 60. Prom there to Syra- 
cuse was a distance of between SO and 
100 tnllea. From the Island of Syra- 
cuse (now a part of Italy) to Bheglum 
was one day's .sail. Prom Rheglum to 
Puteotl was 180 miles. Pnteoll (mod- 
em Posxuoli) Is In Ihe Bay of Naples, 
eight miles from the modern city of 
Naples. Paul .and his band who had 
done so much for the Maltese were 
specially honored with many honors, 
(v.- 10.) 

In these verses we have a picture of 
Paul seeking out his brethren wherever 
be went, thanking God and taking 
courage as they come to meet with 
blm and converse with him. It Isn 
picture upon which we ought to ponder 
■ F.vi.ly and be grateful that It reveals 
to us a side of Pnul little known and 
appreciated. 

II. The Land Journey <w. 14, IS). 
At Puleoll. Paul asd his companions 
began their march to 140 miles to the 
city of Home- After a march of' 60 
miles they reached the famous Appil 
Korura, 1. e.. "The market of Appius." 
Here Paul Is met by the first dele- 
gation from the chprch at Borne, who 
were wultlog to welcome him and 
Luke and escort them to 'the capital 
city. A second delegation met them at, 
the Three Taverns, or "The Three' 
Shops," as we would coll stores In the 
modern sense. These Christiana had 
come at no small cost, as they had to 
walk 46 miles to the Appil Forum and 
33 to the Three Taverns, and thai 
walk the suuie distance back to the 
city. Thus It'wasthnt the sight of 
these friends cheered Pnul and he 
thanked God. We can well Imagine 
the Joy of those souls, the communion 
enjoyed by those pilgrims as they 
Journeyed toward the Icnperla'l city. 

We can see lu the letters which Paul 
wrote from Rome plain signs uf his 
louglng for symputhetlc friends and can 
Imagine how' he must have felt upon 
being thus greeted on his Journey. We 
can also imagine something of the 
blessing aud. Inspiration' which most 
hive come to ibomi Christians who met 
this famous soldier of the cross and 
bad the privilege uf escorting him 
the city. 

III. Ill Rome' (w. 16-'J9). Having 
entered Into the city the centurion Ju- 
liux, who had become a friend of Paul, 
delivered the prisoners to the captain 
of tbe guard. This officer we are toid 
Was a liberal-minded man, one of the 
few good people In the corrupt life of 
the city. Pnul .waa probably first takeu 
to the forum, which was the center of 
Imperial power and msgulQcence and 
near which was the "house of Caesar.'* 
(PhlL 4:22.) Paul was not sent to 
prison fur It whs against the law to 
put a Roman into prison without a 
trial, but he was permitted to dwell 
by himself In "his own hired bouse." 
Of course, there was s soldier wis? 
guarded him. This waa the city where 
Paul had ao long dulred to preach tbe 
CospeL (Rom. 1 :14-16.) As in other 
places, be first turned to jbe Jews, for 
be loved bis own people no matter how 
much be had suffered at their bands 
He got them together that he might 
preach unto them Jesus and sought to 
conciliate .them. 

In Paul's preaching he always em- 
phasized that a Messiah waa risen 
from the dead, as a guaranty ot all 
other resurrections. In his day, as In 
this present ohe. there wera thoaa 
who spoke against this, and yet thai 
resurrection waa to conquer tbe world 
and to save It from moral ruin. Thoaa 
present had had no word ont of Jndea. 
(v. 3L) At a later and a public meet- 
ing (t. 23) there came unto Ijsa, that 
la. Into hla lodglnga, great numbers 
whom Paul sounded the Oospel of the 
kingdom and gave his personal tcexl
